Air Institute of Technology 


BY BRIG, GEN. MERVIN E. GROSS, USA, 
Commandant 


HE Secretary of War has directed 

the Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces, to establish at Wright Field, 
Ohio, the Air Institute of Technology 
under the direct control and supervision 
of the Commanding General, Air Materiel 
Command. The Air Institute of Tech- 
nology is established as an integral part 
of the AAF educational system to pro- 
vide instruction in the technical field of 
aviation on a parallel with, and in the 
same manner as, the Air Command and 
Staff School provides instruction in the 
tactical field of aviation. 

Specifically. the mission of the Air 
Institute of Technology (AIT) is to pro- 
vide training which will assure scientific 
research, design, and technical develop- 
ment of AAF equipment, as well as the 
efficient execution of procurement, supply, 
maintenance, and service responsibilities 
assigned to the Army Air Forces. The 
scope of instruction will include aero- 
nautical engineering with specific appli- 
cation to AAF requirements; application 
of scientific development to meet AAF 
equipment requirements; maintenance, 
engineering, procurement, supply, and 
service functions of the AAF; staff or- 
ganization and functions within the AAF 
with particular attention to supply, main- 
tenance, and general service responsibili- 
ties; responsibility of commanders and 


staff officers of the Air Materiel Com- 
mand, service organizations and units 


with respect to leadership, administra- 
tion, intelligence. personnel management, 
method of instruction. 

Designation as Commandant of the 
AIT did not bring me a stranger to the 
Air Materiel Command at Wright Field. 
For a number of years I was assigned 
there. initially as a student of the old 
Air Corps Engineering School. Assign- 
ment as Chief of Requirements Division, 
Hqs AAF which was charged with the 
determination of types and quantities of 
equipment required for the AAF, as well 
as the organization of units for its em- 
ployment, also kept me in close touch 
with the Command. 

Mr. Ezra Kotcher who has heen desig- 
hated as the Director is also no stranger 
to the Air Materiel Command having been 
associated with the Command and the 
Former Air Corps Engineering School for 
almost 18 years. During this time he not 
only has become throughly familiar with 
all aspects of the problems of develop- 
ment and procurement of aeronautical 
equipment but has also attained great 
reputation in the fields of aeronautical 
design and aeronautical education. While 
on active duty during the war, Mr. 
Kotcher was project officer on jet pro- 
Pelled fighters and then assigned as 
Chief, Pilotless Aircraft Branch in the 
Engineering Division. 

The AIT replaces the former Air Corps 
Engineering School. It does so on a much 
broader scale both in number of students 
and scope of instruction. 

The extension in the scope of instruc-

Reserve Officers Meet 

The Reserve Officers Association of the 
United States, reactivated this week un- 
der a new constitution and with new na- 
tional ofticers, at its convention at Chi- 
cago adopted a resolution calling for a 
Congressional investigation of alleged 
discrimination against Reserve officers in 
the award of disability pensions. 

This was the main issue resolved by 
the ROA at its first national convention 
since 1941, climaxing a four-day session 
at which Secretary Patterson, General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, General 
Jacob L. Devers and Maj. Gen. (then 
Brig. Gen.) Harry H. Vaughn delivered 
addresses. General Vaughn, Military Aide 
to the President, read greetings from 
President Truman, a Colonel in the field 
artillery reserve. 

Besides requesting investigation of 
charges that veterans are being denied 
disability pay despite obvious permanent 
injuries, the Reserve Officers adopted res- 
olutions calling for retirement pay for 
all reserves after 20 years’ service with- 
out regard to active service, inactive pay 
for reserve officers, and terminal leave 
pay for enlisted men. The convention also 
expressed approval of the Doolittle Board 
report on officer-enlisted man_ relation- 
ships and backed the selective service and 
unification programs. 

Rrig. Gen. Donald Adams was elected 
President of the Association, succeeding 
Lt. Col. James P. Hollers. Other new offi- 
cers are Col. Floyd E. Lindley. senior 
vice-president; Lt. Col. Chad Punstan, 
Capt. Richard Wright and Lt. Robert H. 
Winnerman, vice-president ; Lt. Col. Ward 
French, judge advocate: Col. James l’ow- 
ers, historian; and Col. Howard Zell- 
hofer, surgeon. 

Gen. Vaughn’s Talk 

General Vaughn explained the need for 
the President's military program which 
ealls for unification and universal mili- 
tary training.

USNA Curriculum Revised 

Revised studies in engineering in recog- 
nition of the Academy’s new aviation pro- 
gram are among principal features of the 
post-war curriculum to be instituted at 
the U. S. Naval Academy in September 
with the Class of 1950. 

Although time assigned to marine engi- 
neering is reduced in the revised Academy 
curriculum, that course now includes ex- 
panded courses in “fluid mechanics” and 
“internal combustion engines,” in recogni- 
tion of modern methods, and remains the 
study that will require more classroom 
and laboratory hours of Midshipmen than 
any other. 

The aviation program itself will be 
formally opened this Summer with Sec- 
ond Class cruises on the USS Randolph 
and simultaneous study at the Annapolis 
air facility, totalling ten weeks, and re- 
fresher courses to be given in the Spring 
of the First Class year. In addition, about 


ten lessons, including a laboratory test 
on a wind tunnel, have been added as 
“physics of aviation” in the physics 
course.

Senate Votes Increase 
In Pay, Omits Officers 


In voting to extend the draft until 15 
May 1947, the Senate this week approved 
pay increases for all enlisted grades as 
an inducement toward enlistment in a 
“volunteer army,” but withheld any in- 
creases for officers. 

The Senate voted to continue the draft, 
exempting fathers. 

Under the bill, H.R. 6064, passed on 4 
June, the Senate voted increases in base 
pay for all enlisted grades, as follows: 

First pay grade (M.Sgt. and CTO) to 
$140; Grade 1-A (CPO acting) $122: Sec- 
ond (T.Sgt. and POlc) $118; Third (S. 
Set. and PO2c) $106; Fourth (Set. and 
PO38ec) $100; Fifth (Cpl. and Sic) $90; 
Sixth (Pfc. and S2c) $80; and Seventh 
(Pvt. and AS) $75, 

Estimates which Senator Gurney said 
came from Army and Navy finance of- 
ficers were that the pay raise would cost 
the government from $450,000,000 to 
$475.000,000 a year more than present pay 
scales. 

The Senate included in the draft bill 
provisions equalizing retirement pay for 
disabled emergency officers of World War 
I with those of World War IT. The aver- 
age monthly pay of World War II AUS 
officers retired becanse of disability is 
$163.75 compared with the average of 
$137.28 for World War I emergency of- 
ficers, according to Senator Warren Aus- 
tin, who sponsored the amendment. Ef- 
fect of the new measure would be to 
raise the retirement pay of an estimated 
2.500 retired World War I officers to the 
higher scale, based on the Pay and Read- 
justment Act of 1942. 

The draft bill with the pay increases 
as one of its main features has gone back 
to the Honse for consideration, 

A comparison of the enlisted pay as 
provided in the Senate and House bills 
follows:

The Senate bill gives no increases for 
officers. 

As finally passed by the Senate, the pay 
scale represents a compromise between 
views of Senator Gurney, whose recom- 
mendations included hjch pay raises in 
the top grades equivdlent te the scale 
voted by the House, and the proposal in- 
troduced jointly by Senators Edwin C. 
Johnson and R. M. LaFollette, in line 
with Senate Military Affairs committee 
recommendations for substantial pay in- 
creases in the lower grades but smaller 
increases in the top grades. 

Senator Alben Barkley, majority leader, 
expressed the hope that the base pay in- 
creases voted for enlisted grades would 
have the effect hoped for—the recruit- 
ment of enough volunteers to fill the ranks 
of the services. He said:

with you today and to bring you the greet- 
ings of a member of our organization of long 
standing. Colonel Harry Truman sends you 
greetings and good wishes,—and the Presi- 
dent sends greetings and a request for your 
assistance. The country needs your help now 
as it did in 1941 and I am not sure that the 
need is not even greater. 

“We are queer people in many ways—when 
war is on we rise to any heights in the cause 
of patriotism and self-sacrifice. The moment 
shooting stops we are willing to sacrifice 
nothing and our spirit of cooperation, which 
works so well during the time of war, seems 
to evaporate over-night. 

“There are two matters of vital interest 
to the President which he thinks are of equal 
interest to you:—The first is universa] mili- 
tary training and the second is the unifica- 
tion of the Armed Services. 

“The President made his position perfectly 
clear on universal service in his message to 
Congress. However, as numerous other mat- 
ters have required the President’s attention 
lately,—to the exclusion of his mentioning 
this subject,—the opponents of universal 
service are claiming that he is no longer 
interested in seeing it established. 

“This, I can assure you, is not the case. The 
President considers a fair workable system 
of Universal Military Training as one of the 
necessary features of our National Defense 
System. 

“T will not bore you with a history of 
our lack of military training through the 
past 170 years, as most of you are probably 
better historians than I. Certainly you will 
agree with me that our lack of training has 
not kept us out of wars—(some half-dozen 
fairly large ones—and a dozen small ones). 
Surely some day our luck will run out and 
we will not be given time to prepare after 
war has started.— 

“A year of training need not interfere with 
education and it would most certainly be of 
great physical benefit to the youth of the 
Nation, 

“In order to insure the results for which 
we fought and for which we lost thousands 
ef our young men, we must be strong in a 
world where strength of arms is the only 
recognized commodity. 

“I feel sure that you all agree to this—but 
mere agreement is not sufficient. It is all very 
well to talk it here and at your local R. O, A. 
meetings, but it should be advocated in your 
daily contacts and brought home to the citi- 
zens who are not as well informed as you 
are on this subject. 

Unification of Services 

“The second matter of vital interest to those 
of us who are concerned with National De- 
fense is the subject of the Unification of the 
Services. Here, again, the President went on 
record in no uncertain terms.—I believe it has 
the indorsement of the majority of the think- 
ing people of the country, as I know it has 
the approval of most of the veterans who have 
seen the lack of cooperation between the serv- 
ices on foreign fronts and at home. 

“This move is based on the desire to im- 
prove the protection of our land and we can- 
not be greatly concerned with the retaining 
of Army and Navy rank or positions on Con- 
gtessional Committees.—One of the lessons 
which has most clearly come from the costly 
and dangerous experience of this war is that 
there must be unified direction of land, sea 
ana air forces.—We did not have it four years 
ago for which we paid a high price. 

“We need not go into the advantages of uni- 
fication from a tactical or technical stand- 
point—as important as those phrases are—we 
ean justify unification on one phase alone— 
that of supply.—I have heard it said, and by 
people who were in positions to know, that 
a unified purchasing set-up for Army and 
Navy would have saved the United States tax 
payers twenty billions of dollars. 

“It is an amusing and a tragic fact that 
anyone who mentions economy to the Army 
and Navy during war time is unpatriotic and 
anyone who suggests an Army or Navy ap- 
propriation during peace time is a war 
monger. 


“Unfortunately, the Military and Naval 





Academies have not had instructions in 
purchasing and procurement and the regular 
officer during the past twenty years had little 
experience along these lines. True—many good 
men from industry came in the Army and 
Navy, but for fear that a man might favor the 
company from which he was borrowed, the 
shoe manufacturer was purchasing ordnance 
material and the chemist was procuring 
textiles. 

“War and Navy Departments have paralleled 
transportation and storage systems and 
duplicated organizations and activities in 
many other fields. Facilities were built by one 
service while comparable facilities stood idle 
in the other. 


Supplies Complicated 

“Because of the difference in specification, 
one service could not borrow supplies from the 
other in an emergency and could not use the 
surpluses of the other service.—I have seen 
an army hospital filled to over-flowing and a 
Navy hospital close by less than half filled. 
Standards of quality and expenditure in con- 
struction, supply and service were not uni- 
form and in foreign areas the Army and Navy 
competed against each other in the open 
market. 

“Increased cooperation as the war went on 
cut down these losses—but voluntary cooper- 
ation cannot be expected to be fully effective. 
I do not suggest that unification will im- 
mediately eliminate all duplication but a 
single authority at the top will inevitably 
achieve a greater degree of coordination. 

“The same applies to the limited amount of 
scientific research which is made available to 
military preparedness. We must apply this 
talent to research of weapons with the great- 
est potentiality regardless of the service in 
which the weapons will be used. 

Parity for Air 

“We should organize for parity for air 
power. This can be achieved in one depart- 
ment—or three—but not in two. As between 
one and three, the former is greatly to be pre- 
ferred. Air power has been developed to a 
point where it’s responsibility is equal to that 
of land and sea power. The existence of three 
departments with three cabinet posts would 
greatly complicate every problem of coordin- 
ation which now exists between the two de- 
partments. 

“The cabinet is not merely a group of de- 
partment executives. It is a body whose 
combined judgment helps the President to 
formulate the policies of administration. 
It would be unbalanced to have three 
members representing three methods of mak- 
ing war. 

“The President—the Commander in Chiet—- 
should not personally have to coordinate the 
disputes between the Army and Air Forces. 
He should be able to count on coordination in 
civilian hands at Cabinet level. 

“Unification of the Services must be looked 
upon as a long-term job.—Legislation will 
provide us with means and with an objective, 
but it will require forward-looking leader- 
ship in the department—both military and 
civilian—over a long period to bring real 
unification into being.—Unification is much 
more than a matter of organization.—It will 
require new viewpoints, new doctrine, new 
habits of thinking throughout the depart- 
mental structure. 

“It is the duty of the R. O. A. and other 
groups interested in national defense to 
spread this doctrine. The Commander-in-Chief 
is looking to you for your assistance. May I 
read you a message from him?” 

Message from President 

The message from President Truman 
was as follows: 

“IT have asked my Military Aide to convey 
to you my greetings and the wish that you 
may have a most profitable meeting. 

“Having been a member of the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association since its foundation, I havé 
always been much interested in its welfare 
and have high hopes that it will serve the na- 
tion in peace in the same selfless patriotic 
manner that it did during the war. 

“While I could not serve in the field with 
you during the second World War, I took 
pride in the record of hundreds of young 
Field Artillery Officers whom I helped to 
train.” 





Secretary Patterson, citing the steady 
drop in enlistments, characterized uni- 
versal military training as both a security 
measure for the United States and a peace 
measure for the entire world. 

“Some opponents,” the Secretary said, 
“including foreign advisers, tell us that 
continuation of Selective Service is con- 
trary to American principles. Since when 
has it been against American principles 
to take steps to defend ourselves.” 


Gen. Eisenhower 


General Bisenhower said that in the 
war the Reserve Association and, in a 
larger sense, the Army proved itself the 
fighting exponent of the American way 
of life. He said: 

“Today, only a few months after its great- 
est victory, we see the recurring tendency 
to ignore the Army’s achievements and to 
overemphasize alleged faults and weakness 
within it. There were defects in the Army’s 
structure, to be sure, but the carping critic 
would seemingly have us believe that we lest 
the war. Particularly does the critic aim his 
shafts at the officer—he would like to give 
a feeling of guilt to the 800,000 Americans 
who led our Armies to victory. Gentlemen, 
you and I were of that band—and I assure 
you now that I will go to my grave proud of 
the fact that I could serve with you, as an 
officer of the Army, in the most desperute 
crisis of our national history. We acknowledge 
need for correction. Neither humans nor hu- 
man organizations can be perfect. But need 
for correction does not warrant or excuse 
criticism inspired either by ignorance or, even 
worse, an intent to discredit an instrument 
of the people that has, at least once in every 
generation, stood between those people and 
disaster. 

“The wartime Army of the United States 
was a mass expression of America. Around 
a small core of professional soldiers, men and 
women from all the walks of life, of every 
race and creed and color, worked and fought 
and died together in one great offensive team. 
No one questioned then whether a man was 
a regular or reserve, or national guardsman 
or selectee or volunteer—whether an officer 
came from West Point or the Reserve or O. 
C. S. or directly from civilian life. All of them 
together, rising above minor differences, built 
a magnificent unity.” 

Lack of leadership, General Eisenhower 
said, cannot be compensated for by rank, 
front, or surface qualities, our men in- 
variably recognizing and repudiating pre- 
tense, selfishness, evasion of responsibility 
and dodging of effort. He continued: 

“The officer, however, who puts his job and 
his men first, who helps them over the hur- 
dles, who knows their problems, who shares 
their ups and downs without ostentation or 
pretentiousness, wins their confidence and 
an eager will to follow him. Moreover, he 
himself learns from them and in this process 
of mutual help the whole unit achieves max- 
imum efficiency and morale and becomes an 
elite unit. Such an officer knows no resent- 
ment from his men. Rather, they demand 
for him a position and respect that comes 
only to those who have rendered honest serv- 
ice to their fellows. The men strive to per- 
form their duties in such fashion as to win his 
approval and to reflect credit on his com- 
mand. The unit, the Army, the country, benefit 
because of that priceless quality of leader- 
ship.” 

Gen. Devers 


General Devers outlined plans for Re- 
serve training. Each Army headquarters 
will organize a Military District sub- 
headquarters in each state, he said, to 
supervise the activities of the civilian 
components in that state, and reserve 
units will be under the supervision of 
these Military Districts. He continued: 

“A training program for all Organized Re- 
serve Corps units will soon be published. In 
general, it is planned to prescribe a certain 
number of home training periods of two hours 
each for all classes of units. It is the inten- 





tion of the War Department that units of the 
Organized Reserve Corps be composed of in- 
dividuals who are willing to devote the pre- 
scribed time necessary for the development 
of units to the standards which will be re- 
quired, 

“In addition to home training periods, it 
is planned to give units field training for 15 
days a year at selected training areas. Dur- 
ing these field training periods, Class A or- 


ganizations will function as units, while B 
and C units will be attached to Regular Army 
or Class A units for their training. In any 


event, the integrity of each unit will be main- 
tained.” 





New Medical Center 


Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Sur- 
geon General of the Army, this week out- 
lined far-reaching plans for a center for 
Army medical research activities. 


It is planned to locate the center at 
Forest Glen, Md., site of a convalescent 
hospital for Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital patients. General Kirk said that 
careful study has been given the present 
Army Medical Center grounds at Walter 
Reed and that not more than two of the 
proposed new units could be constructed 
there. 

The proposed center would include a 
1,000-bed general hospital for clinical ob- 
servation, the Army Institute of Pathol- 
ogy, Army Institute of Research Medi- 
cine and Dentistry, Army Institute of Re- 
search Surgery and Radiation Therapy, 
Army School of Global Medicine, and an 
administration building housing a 250,000- 
volume research library. General Kirk 
said that plans are being made to house 
the Army Medical Library of more than 
1,000,000 volumes in a new building in 
Washington. 

Emphasizing that the proposed center 
is still in the planning stage and has not 
received War Department approval, Gen- 
eral Kirk said that the Institute of Path- 
ology would be located at the center as 
soon as possible. When the project is ap- 
proved, General Kirk said, it will take 
approximately 12 years to construct. 


General Kirk pointed out that several 
years would of necessity elapse before 
construction could be started, as the ini- 
tial move would be to ask an appropria- 
tion for planning. Following drawing uP 
of plans a construction appropriation will 
be necessary. 

With an eye toward post-war responsi- 
bilities of the Army Medical Department, 
such a center will consolidate research ac- 
tivities. Information gleaned in all Army 
laboratories would become available at 
the center and rare maladies encountered 
would be subjected to expert military and 
civilian study as patients suffffering such 
diseases would be transferred to the hos- 
pital at the center. 

Primarily devoted to basic research and 
graduate training, the Army is not in a 
position at this time, General Kirk said, 
to estimate how many laboratories would 
be discontinued in the field and placed 
in the proposed center. Further, many 
laboratories are strategically located witb 
reference to study of certain endemic dis: 
eases, the permanent location of special 
ized troops and with regard to access! 
bility to civilian medical equipment and 
laboratories. It is understood, however? 
that the center would not supplant near 
by Walter Reed or any General Hospital 
as its hospital would be designed for clit 
ical observation.

USMA Graduates Record Class 


The largest class in the history of the 
United States Military Academy was 
graduated 4 June when Secretary of War 
Patterson presented commissions to 875 
Cadets. 

Of the record class, 210 were Air Cadets 
who graduated with their wings, 54 were 
commissioned in the Corps of Engineers, 
49 in the Cavalry, 125 in the Field Artil- 
lery, 71 in the Coast Artillery, 35 in the 
Ordnance Department, 236 in the Infan- 
try, 62 in the Quartermaster Corps, 26 in 
the Signal Corps and seven in the Chem- 
ical Warfare Service. 

General Carl Spaatz, commanding gen- 
eral of the Army Air Forces, pinned the 
silver Wings on Cadets receiving commis- 
sions as pilots in a special ceremony 1 
June at Stewart Field, West Point’s fly- 
ing base. 

The 2,300-man cadet corps paraded 
twice 3 June, in the morning before the 
alumni present, numbering over 800, and 
in the afternoon in the traditional gradu- 
ation parade. Among guests of Maj. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, superintendent of the 
Academy, who reviewed the Corps, were 
General Jonathan M. Wainwright, Lt. 
Gen. Walton H. Walker and Lt. Gen. Al- 
bert C. Wedemeyer. 

Cadet Wesley W. Posvar of Cleveland, 
Ohio, son of Capt. and Mrs. V. L. Posnar, 
honor man of the graduating class, re- 
ceived from General Taylor six of the 15 
prizes for outstanding qualifications in 
academic work. Cadet Posvar, commis- 
sioned in the Air Corps, is to be assigned 
to the Enid, Okla., Air Base. 


Nation Looks to USMA 

Secretary Patterson in his commence- 
ment address emphasized that the coun- 
try looks to the Military Academy for 
leadership and has trusted it to furnish 
that guidance for 140 years. 

“Under peacetime conditions,” Secre- 
tary Patterson said, “in the absence of a 
battle laboratory, we depend on training 
and education for leadership to give us 
the sort of men we need. West Point has 
never failed to give America that type of 
leader.” 

“The training at West Point has in- 
stilled in its graduates the unchanging 
truths of duty, honor, country. It has en- 
dowed them with a resolution for growth 
and development, too. The new course, 
with its more insistent direction to the 
humanities and social sciences, should ac- 
celerate the adjustment of the newly com- 
missioned second lieutenant to the Army 
of today and give stimulus to his capacity 
to command.” 

Decrying that sharp criticism of every- 
thing the Army did in waging war is the 
fashion of the day, Secretary Patterson 
asserted that most of such criticism came 
from individuals who never served and 
had no notion of service. 


Military Leadership 

“The Army won a success without pree- 
edent in our history,” he continued, “and 
this is proof enough of the character of 
the military leadership. It could not have 
Succeeded if there had been anything 
radically wrong with our leadership, and 
I mean the leadership supplied by those 
in uniform. I have never known it to fail 
that a general who lacks leadership has 
in ineffective army, and the rule holds 
good right down to the corporal and his 
squad.” He continued: 

“The military mind in this war was not the 
closed mind, the mind in the rut, with lack 
of imagination, lack of adaptability to sug- 
Bestion. I say this without reserve, from 
‘onstant contact with those up and down the 
chain of command.

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GSC to Control Assignments 


Orders have been issued setting up a 
“Central Officers Assignment Group” as 
the agency by which the War Depart- 
ment General Staff will exercise control 
of the assignment of all officers of the 
Army except air force officers. 

An amplification of the policy set forth 
in Circular 138 (ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL 18 May), the functions, operation, 
and responsibilities of the new Central 
Officers Assignment Group is set forth in 
WD Circular 151 as follows: 

1. General. This circular covers the func- 
tions, operation, and responsibilities of the 
Central Officers Assignment Group and is an 
amplification of WD Circular 138, 1946. 

2. Purpose. The Central Officers Assignment 
Group is established as an operating agency 
under the Director of Personnel and Admin- 
istration, War Department General Staff, to 
modernize officer assignment procedures, and 
to establish a simple, scientific, and econom- 
ical method of officer strength accounting. 

3. Composition. a. Chief of Group and Con- 
trol Branch. A general officer assigned to the 
Office of the Director of Personnel and Ad- 


ministration, and such commissioned, en- 
listed, or civilian assistants as may be re- 
quired. 

b. Arms and Services Branch. 

(1) The Commanding General, Army Air 


Forces, the heads of the administrative and 
technical services, and the War Department 
Group each will be represented by a senior 
field grade officer of their arm or service. 
The Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces, will be represented by a senior field 
grade officer of each of the arms. The rep- 
resentative of each arm and service will be 
furnished such commissioned, enlisted, or 
civilian assistants as may be necessary. 

(2) The above personnel will be assigned 
to the office of the commander or chief of serv- 
ice concerned, and placed on special duty with 
the Central Officers Assignment Group. They 
will have under their custody such records 
and files concerning individual officers of 
their arm or service as are necessary to per- 
mit the proper functioning of the Central 
Officers Assignment Group. They are respon- 
sible to the commander or chief whom they 
represent, but will furnish to the Chief of 
the Central Officers Assignment Group such 
information and data concerning individual 
officers as are necessary to permit the effi- 
cient operation of the group. These repre- 
sentatives will be selected for their special 
knowledge of the officers and needs of their 
respective arm, service, or command. 

4. Location. The Central Officers Assign- 
ment Group will be physically located in the 
Pentagon Building, Washington, D. C., con- 
veniently accessible to the office of The Ad- 
jutant General in order to— 

a. Assure economy of personnel and op- 
erational time. 

b. Provide in one place the records pertain- 
ing to the services of all officers except gen- 
eral officers. 

ec. Assure that the maximum benefit may be 
derived from the advice and recommendations 
of each commander and chief of service rep- 
resented. 

5. Functions. The Central Officers Assign- 
ment Group is charged with, and granted au- 
thority to take final action in carrying out 
the following Army-wide functions in con- 
nection with officers (except general officers) : 

a. All permanent changes of station within 
the continental United States; transfers to 
and from oversea theaters; transfers and de- 
tails between the various arms and services. 

The Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces, operating under broad policies estab- 
lished by the War Department, will exercise 
complete assignment jurisdiction over all offi- 
cers assigned to the Army Air Forces includ- 
ing transfers to and from oversea commands. 
His representation with the Central Officers 
Assignment Group will be for the primary 





purpose of handling assignments, details, and 
transfers of officers to and from the Army 
Air Forces. 

b. Resolving controversial assignment is- 
sues between the major subdivisions of the 
Army. 

ec. Establishing and supervising a system 
to assure a complete, accurate, and rapid offi- 
cer personnel accounting system. 

d. Assuring the application of uniform 
standards throughout the Army regarding 
the rotation of officers through schools, com- 
mand, detached officers’ list, staff, and over- 
sea assignment. F 

e. Providing an over-all picture of assign- 
ments and availability of officers. 

f. Bringing the strength and composition 
of officer replacement pools into close rela- 
tionship with requirements to the end that 
the size of such pools and the length of an 
officer’s stay therein will be reduced to the 
minimum. 

g. Designing and supervising the procure- 
ment, modernization, and maintenance of in- 
dividual officers records. 

h. Recommending to the Director of Per- 
sonnel and Administration changes in policy 
based on the operations of the group. 

6. Communications. Communications per- 
taining to matters to be handled by the Cen- 
tral Officers Assignment Group normally will 
be addressed to The Adjutant General, At- 
tention: WDGPA-O. It is not intended, how- 
ever, to prevent direct communication when- 
ever advisable between major commands or 
exempted stations and the Central Officers 
Assignment Group or the representatives of 
the various arms and services, as provided 
for in paragraph 34c, WD Circular 138, 1946. 





Guam Under Navy Governor 

Rear Adm. Charles A. Pownall, USN, 
has assumed his duties as Naval Governor 
of Guam in ceremonies at Agana. He was 
appointed by the President on the nomina- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy, who di- 
rected him on 7 May to re-establish Naval 
Government. 

Since July, 1944, when the island was 
recaptured by the Americans, it has been 
under military government, with an Is- 
land Commander responsible to the Com- 
mander in Chief, Pacific Fleet and Pacific 
Ocean Area. The last Island Commander 
was Brig. Gen. D. Hermle, USMC, who 
has now relinquished his post. 

As Naval Governor, Rear Admiral 
Pownall is responsible directly to the 
Secretary of the Navy. This is a return 
to the form of government established for 
Guam by executive order of President Mc- 
Kinley on 23 Dec. 1898.

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USNA Graduation 


After the Class of ’47 had been sworn 
in as new officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps by Fleet Admiral William F. 
Halsey, jr., in graduation exercises at 
the U. S. Naval Academy 5 June, Fleet 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz told the 800 
graduates that “you will find in the Navy 
an honored and an honorable profession 
where you will gain great satisfaction in 
duty well performed. 

“You will not grow rich in worldly 
goods but your life can be full of dignity 
and enriched by a strong bond of brother- 
hood with those who serve with you,” 
the Chief of Naval Operations declared. 
“You will find, as I have, what a grand 
and glorious privilege it is to serve your 
country’s flag.” 

In the graduation exercises marking 
the last of the three-year wartime courses, 
705 Midshipmen became Ensigns in the 
Navy, 35 Second Lieutenants in the Ma- 
rine Corps, and 45 Ensigns in the Navy’s 
Supply Corps. In addition, four citizens 
of other republics received diplomas and 
were to return home, while 15 others re- 
ceived diplomas and honorable discharges. 


Midshipman William R. Porter, who 
stood second in the graduating class, won 
five different awards, which were pre- 
sented 3 June following a Brigade parade 
on Worden Field. He received the Class 
of 1871 Sword and the right to have his 
name inscribed on the Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution cup for proficiency in ord- 
nance and gunnery; Class of 1924 $100 
victory bond for highest rating in marine 
engineering; Daughters of 1812 prize of 
life membership in the U. 8S. Naval In- 
stitute for highest standing in electrical 
engineering during the first class year; 
and the Daughters of American Revolu- 
tion $100 bond for excelling in seaman- 
ship. 

Among the visitors were Fleet Admirals 
William D. Leahy and Ernest J. King, 
Secretary Forrestal, Assistant Secretary 
John L. Sullivan, and General A. A. 
Vandegrift of the Marine Corps. In all, 
there were four Fleet Admirals, six 
Admirals, 11 Vice Admirals, and eight 
Rear Admirals present. 


Presentation of colors was made on 4 
June by Miss Dorothy Hargrove, color 
girl, who presented the colors to her 
fiance, Midshipman James B. Wilson, com- 
mander of the 24th Company. 


Fleet Admiral Nimitz told the gradu- 
ates that in receiving their diplomas, 
they were attaining one of the high peaks 
in their careers, but that when they joined 
their ships or station, “it will be to start 
again at the bottom of the ladder.” He 
continued : 

“There will be required of you the same 
qualities of leadership that make for success 
in all walks of civil life. First of all—in order 
to lead successfully you must know your job 
so well that you can be a good teacher—be- 
cause the Navy is a huge training organiza- 
tion. At the top of the list of desirable attri- 
butes I would place patience, tolerance and 
sympathetic understanding. Your control of 
men will be greatly facilitated by precept and 
the example you set. 

“The greatest asset you take away from 
this institution is your good health—and in 
making this statement I have taken into ac- 
count the educational advantages you have 
received here. It should be unnecessary to 
warn you to safeguard your health, but my. 
long experience and my personal observations 
in the Navy warrant such a warning. True 
enough—good health alone does not ensure 
a successful naval career—but bad health can 
very well—and usually does—stand in the way 
of optimum development of your opportu- 
nities. 

“I estimate that worry — usually about 
things that never happen—is at the bottom 
of many failures in health. You can keep 
your stomach ulcers at a minimum if you 
will exert your utmost efforts in matters 
which are subject to your influence but cease 
worry about all the others. 

“At the time I graduated I was nearly con- 
vinced that a man’s head was like a bucket— 
it would hold just so much. The Navy quick- 
ly revealed to me that the more I live and 
learn the more I find there is to learn. 

“Your education never ceases, and rightly 
so. Inspiration comes seldom to the ignorant. 
So often timely inspiration—which some call 
genius—marks the successful leader, but in 
reality this inspiration or genius is the result 
of lessons well learned or experience properly 
exploited. 

“Again let me remind you that the race 
goes not necessarily to the swift nor to the

On a special radio program marking 
the second anniversary of D-Day, broad- 
cast 6 June over the NBC network, Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Chief of Staff, paid tribute to the courage 
and ability of the American fighting man. 

“The job he began and carried through 
to its combat conelusion is not yet com- 
plete,” General Eisenhower said. “Only 
firm and just peace throughout the world 
ean bring an end to our endeavor. Vic- 
tory won in blood and sacrifice demands 
of us effort and sacrifice to establish 
peace.” 
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Army Retirement Bill 


Senator Maybank, chairman of the sub- 
committee of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee charged with retirement legisla- 
tion, told the Senate this week that bills 
setting up post-war retirement policies 
are being held up pending an agreement 
between the War Department and the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves. 

During the discussion on the extension 
of selective service, Senator Maybank 
said: 

“I may say that the various bills which 
are before our committee have been studied— 
one short hearing has been held on them, and 
at the request of the officers of the National 
Guard, Reserve Officers, the American Le- 
gion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and other 
organizations; we have delayed the hearings 
on the permanent retirement program until 
perhaps a meeting of minds could be had 
between the Secretary of War, General Eisen- 
hower, General Collins, and those represent- 
ing the various patriotic organizations, as 
well as the Reserve officers and the National 
Guard. It is my information received from 
Generals Reckord and Evans, who represent 
the National Guard and Reserve officers, that 
the meetings so far have been quite satis- 
factory and that they hope they will be able 
to work out something so that we might go 
fully into the many bills now before our 
committee.” 


British Replace 24th Div. 
Righth Army Headquarters, Yokohama 
—The British Commonwealth Occupation 
Force is progressively taking over most 
of the area now occupied by the United 





States 24th Infantry Division, and by 
1 June the operation is scheduled for 
completion. 

Col. F. S. Bowen, Jr., Eighth Army 


assistant chief of staff in charge of plans 
and operations, said that the British had 
already moved into Tottori Prefecture; 
that they took over the island of Shikoku 
on 22 May; and that by 1 June these 
areas, plus the Prefecture of Okayama, 
would be under BCOF. Hyogo, the other 
prefecture under 24th Division responsi- 
bility, will become 25th Infantry Division 
responsibility. 

Elements of the 24th Division are mov- 
ing into Kyushu alongside the 2nd Ma- 
rine Division, Col. Bowen said. 


JAG Lauds Soldier-Lawyers 

Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green, The Judge 
Advocate General, addressing the gradu- 
ating class of the National University 
School of Law at commencement exercises 
held in the United States Chamber of 
Commerce Auditorium, Washington, D. 
C., 7 June, praised the members of the 
legal profession who entered the military 
service during the war. 

“When you think of the Army Lawyer 
of World War II,” General Green said, 
“picture a man who may have been a 
former judge upon the bench, an attorney- 
general, a Federal or States attorney, a 
dean of law school, an authority on inter- 
national law, a tax or patents expert or 
a young lawyer fresh from the fighting 
line. We had them all and many more 
besides, drawn from every branch of the 
profession and all of them but a short 
time removed from the quiet and prosaic 
routine of private practice to which hun- 
dreds have returned.”

Full success of the newly-established 
Research and Development Division of 
the War Department General Staff re. 
quires assistance in military planning 
from industrialists and scientists working 
in the greatest possible freedom, Genera] 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief 
of Staff, said 8 June in addressing the 
Army Ordnance Association at Detroit, 
Mich. 

“By the establishment of the Genera] 
Staff Division for research and develop- 
ments,”’ General Eisenhower said, “the 
War Department has taken a further step 
toward the continuing application of na- 
tional scientific resource to the solution 
of military problems. 

“In general, the more use we make of 
outside resources,” General Eisenhower 
added, “the more energy the Army will 
have to devote to strictly military prob- 
lems for whose solution there are no out- 
side facilities or which for special se- 
curity reasons can only be handled by the 
military.”

Tokyo—Brig. Gen. Ken R. Dyke, Chief 
of SCAP’s Civil Information and Edu- 
cation Section since its inception in Sep- 
tember, 1945, is returning to the United 
States. 

General Dyke, whose home is in New 
York City, plans to return to Civilian 
life.

VACUATION of personnel from areas 
inundated by the recent floods of the 
Susquehanna and Chemung Rivers in 
Pennsylvania and New York was aided 
by Coast Guard relief teams rushed to 
the scene with mobile equipment. 

The Third Coast Guard District, in New 
York, dispatched units to Wilkes-Barre, 
Williamsport, and upstate New York to 
assist local relief forces. Motor Whale- 
boats were sent to Williamsport and up- 
state New York. 

At Wilkes-Barre, the Coast Guard es- 
tablished a mobile unit under Lt. Comdr. 
R. W. Finley, district communications of- 
ficer, who had been in charge of Coast 
Guard communications during the Missis- 
sippi flood of 1937. His unit consisted of 
a communications truck, an auxiliary 
truck carrying emergency gear, and a 
lighter vehicle for use where normal 
transportation was disrupted. 

Appropriations Bill 

The President last week sent to the 
Senate a recommendation for an addition- 
al $1,020,000 for the 1947 Coast Guard 
Appropiations Bill, to cover pay for offi- 
cers to be retired under Public Law 305, 
which became law after the Budget 
Bureau submitted its original estimates 
for 1947 appropriations. 

This addition to the proposed Appropri- 
ation Bill, which has already been passed 
by the House, does not restore any of the 
funds cut from Coast Guard budget esti- 
mates. The need for these funds was 
pointed out to the Budget Bureau recent- 
ly by Coast Guard officers. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
is now considering the Appropriations 
Bill, and will doubtless add the $1,020,- 
000 to raise total appropriations to $134,- 
920,000. If passed by the Senate, the bill 
will have to be returned to the House for 
approval because of this amendment.

HB Senate played politics, of course, in increasing the pay of the enlisted personnel 

of the Services, and failing to take like action with respect to the officers corps. 
It figured from an uninformed public sentiment that there were more votes in this 
kind of discrimination, forgetting important factors which enter into the make up 
of efficient military, naval and air organizations. In the first place, the refusal to 
provide compensation for officers based upon the increased cost of living, reflected 
upon their leadership which involved training, planning, supply and conduct in the 
campaigns and battles that were of the highest importance in the winning of the war, 
and which is just as essential in this period of foreign occupation and of a turbulent 
world. There also is the question of the effect upon the morale of those whose com- 
missioned ranks required grim endurance, and of those who are on the retired list 
on account of wounds and tropical and other service connected diseases; and surely 
they will feel that the Senate has let them down. Moreover, the officers who continue 
in service, and those who are to be commissioned, will figure that a hostile and in- 
different Senate cannot be expected to give them the consideration in the future 
which they should have. It is certain the enlisted personnel, too, will feel that the 
appeal for their votes based upon a policy of discrimination against their officers is 
not conducive to the kind of relationship that should exist in the families of the Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps and the Air Corps. They know that an officer has ex- 
penses beyond that of an enlisted man, and in spite of the Doolittle Board’s sugges- 
tion of social equality, they both realize that the latter will continue to prefer his own 
circle. In order to have efficient and effective establishments there must be leaders 
and, those who execute their orders. None knows this better than the enlisted man, 
and he is the last to pass over the line that properly exists, and that exists in every 
business institution. It always has been our contention that the pay of the Services, 
commissioned, enlisted and retired, has been inadequate and not in accord with living 
costs. That contention is supported by statistics and by the increase in pay of civilian 
employees of the government and the enlarged expense accounts which Senators and 
Representatives enjoy. We believe the House which has made a fairer but by no means 
adequate estimate on increases of pay for all ranks, will insist in conference that the 
Senate accept its viewpoint; and we believe further that ashamed, and the country 
ashamed of it, the Senate will agree. One word more—the War and Navy Departments 
have been strangely silent on the attacks that have been made upon officers because 
they are officers. Here is a chance for them to speak out, to put an end to such twad- 
dle as “officer caste,” and to require that all ranks be treated with the consideration 
that is their due. 


Rae ecg and charges that plans are afoot to abolish the United States Marine 
Corps or to so restrict its functions that it would lose its military effectiveness 
are heard with indignation by the American people who are proud of its fine corps 
of “Soldiers of the Sea” and glory in the lustre it has brought to the American flag 
in the 170 years since it was first set up by resolution of the Continental Congress. 
General Eisenhower asserted that any intimation that he or the War Department 
desired the abolition of the Marine Corps is a misconception. It was stated, however, 
that he feels that “the United States cannot afford to provide and maintain two great 
forces, conducting great landing operations,” which intimates a belief that the Marine 
Corps should be restricted in its field of operations—an intimation which the De- 
partment has not denied. In wars throughout our history, however, the Marine Corps 
has engaged in many types of fighting from strictly sea engagements to operations 
paralleling and side by side with the Army. This has been true from the battles of 
Princeton and Trenton in the Revolutionary War to Belleau Wood in World War I 
and Okinawa in World War II, as well as many, many other engagements. Though 
small numerically as compared with other components of the National Defense team 
they have earned a large place in the affections of the American people. Beneath sur- 
face bantering, too, there is a warm bond of mutual affection and admiration that 
binds them to the rank and file of the Army as well as the Navy and Coast Guard, 
all of whom value their war-engendered comradeship with each other. There is need 
and room in our National Defense team for all types of fighting organizations each 
carrying on the great traditions it has built up in American history and all serving 
toward the single purpose of defense of the United States and the Security of its rights. 
No move should be countenanced which threatens to deprive the country of the full 
value of any of the time-tested and battle-proved components of its fighting forces.

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Details of XP-84 Disclosed 


The Army Air Forces newest jet fighter, 
the XP-84 Thunderjet, was revealed this 
week to have a speed of over 590 miles 
an hour, a service range of 1,000 miles 
and a service ceiling of over 40,000 feet. 

At the first formal public showing of 
the XP-84, held for a group of Army offi- 
cials and correspondents at Wright Field, 
Ohio, the Air Materiel Command an- 
nounced that the XP-84 has been in the 
air more than 20 times since its initial 
flight 28 Feb., and has performed with 
all the better characteristics of a great 
fighter plane. 

About the same size as the P-SO, the 
XP-84 has a tip to tip wing span of 36 
feet five inches and an overall length of 
37 feet. The new plane weighs approxi- 
mately 1,000 pounds more than the P-80. 

Tests on the first XP-84 prototype are 
still under way at the AAF test base at 
Muroc Dry Lake, Calif. The Air Materiel 
Yommand has contracted with Republic 
Aviation Corp. for an undisclosed num- 
ber, known to be in excess of 100, to be 
produced in the coming year.

NATS Air-Ambulances 

Naval Hospitals throughout the nation 
are now only a few hours travel-time 
apart because of a new air-ambulance 
service being operated by the Naval Air 
Transport Service between naval air sta- 
tions at Oakland, Calif., Olathe, Kans., 
and Patuxent River, Md. 

The transcontinental hospital express 
flying, which also connects with three 
north-south routes, is designed to speed 
evacuation of convalescent Army, Navy, 
and Marine personnel from overseas. 
Many have been brought into the country 
on NATS trans-Pacific planes from Shang- 
hai, Tokyo, Guam, Honolulu and other 
island outposts. Giant four-engined R4D 
Skymasters, equipped to carry litter pa- 
tients and abulatory cases, are flown on 
the coast-to-coast air-ambulance trips. 


AAF Food Conference 


An Army Air Forces food conference, 
designed to ensure a maximum conserva- 
tion of food at AAF installations, will be 
held at Scott Field, Ill., 25, 26 and 27 
June. 

Methods of establishing centralized 
mess squadrons or units, in accordance 
with announced AAF policy to discon- 
tinue assigning mess personnel to small 








units, will be among the subjects to be 
discussed. 


New Airborne Radar 

Lightweight airborne radar equipment, 
employed on a scheduled transport oper- 
ation for the first time when a C-54 flew 
from Westover Field, Mass., to Paris, 
France, recently, promises to make a con- 
siderable contribution to safety in flight, 
it was disclosed 31 May by Headquarters, 
Army Air Forces. 

This trans-Atlantic trip, supervised by 
the North Atlantic Wing of the Atlantic 
Division of Air Transport Command, 
marked the first extended range use of 
lightweight airborne radar equipment in- 
stalled and utilized for the purpose of 
aiding an aircraft to complete success- 
fully a scheduled flight. 

The new equipment was designed and 
developed for the AAF during the war 
under the direction of Dr. Lee Durbridge 
and his associates at the radiation labor- 
atories of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The C-54 which first used the new radar 
on a scheduled transport flight hopped 
from Westover Field to Washington and 
from Washington went on across the At- 
lantie to Paris.

left Washington, the Patuxent River ra. 
dar beacon appeared on the indicator, 
and this beacon remained on the scope 
until the aircraft had proceeded 135 miles 
past the North American coastline.

ticules, such as rain, sleet and hail. 





AAF and Industry 
Brig. Gen. Edwin W. Rawlings, Chief 
of the Procurement Division, Air Materiel 
Command, speaking before the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers at Los 
Angeles, Calif., 3 June, stressed the need 
for continuous and detailed planning for 

mobilizing the aircraft industry. 
General Rawlings listed as the keys to 
air industrial planning the following: 
adequate research program, maintenance 
of nucleus of aircraft industry capable 
of rapid expansion, industrial reserve of 
production facilities and resources, and 
a program of industrial preparedness 
plans undertaken jointly with the AAFP. 


AAF Locator Buoy 

An Army Air Forces locator buoy 
powered by a Signal Corps sea-water bat- 
tery is credited with saving the lives of 
many flyers during the war and is now 
standard military aircraft equipment. 

The buoy, tossed from life rafts by 
downed airmen, bobs to the surface and 
an antenna is shot upwards to its ex- 
tended operating position by the explosion 
of a .30 calibre blank cartridge. Radio 
signals are then automatically transmit- 
ted which may be picked up by other 
planes within a 50 mile radius. Through 
radio direction finding equipment the 
source of the signal is located and the 
position of the raft flashed to the nearest 
ship. 








New Record Claimed 

The Army Air Forces claimed another 
world’s load-to-altitude record when it 
was announced 15 May that a B-29 of the 
314th Bombardment Wing of the Twen- 
tieth Air Force carried a payload of 4,400 
pounds to a height of 44,200 feet 13 May 
at Guam. 

The crew of the record-breaking Super- 
fortress was as follows:

Cargo Plane Record 

A Third Air Force (Troop Carrier) C 
82 30 May established a new unofficial 
record for a transcontinental nonstop 
flight by two-engine cargo airplane when 
it passed the Pope Field tower at Fayette 
ville, N. C., nine hours and 16 minutes 
after leaving March Field, Riverside, 
Calif. 

The plane, piloted by 1st Lt. Leonard 
Donnely, left March Field at 7:34 a.m, 
Pacific Standard time or 10:34 a.m. East- 
ern Standard time, landed at 7:50 p.m. 
Eastern Standard time. 

Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams, command- 
ing general of the Third Air Force (Troop 
Carrier), said the plane was one of & 
group that had been touring the country 
with a flight of Lockheed P-S0 jet- 
propelled “Shooting Stars,” and that 
Lieutenant Donnely had elected to fly non- 
stop on his return after completing the 
project.

Revocable Army Commissions 


Probationary provisions affecting of- 
ficers newly-commissioned in the Regular 
Army are set forth in War Department 
Circular 152, which includes statutory 
provisions of the National Defense Aet 
and applicable regulations. 

Text of the circular follows: 








1. Statutory Provisions. Section 23 ef the 
National Defense Act, as amended (10 U.&€. 
48ia; M.L. 1939, Sup. III, sec. 124), reads as 
follows: 

The Secretary of War, under sueh regule- 
tions as he may prescribe, may hereafter re- 
voke the commission of any officer on the ac- 
tive list, initially commissioned after the date 
of this Act, who, at the date of said revoca- 
tion, has had less than three years of cen- 
tinuous service as a commissioned officer ef 
the Army, and each officer whose commigsien 
is so revoked shall be discharged from the 
Army: Provided, That until July 1, 1942, the 
marriage of an officer shal) not be a cause fer 
revocation of commission but that after that 
date, under regulations iesued pursuant te 
the authority contained in this Act, marriage 
may be a cause for revocation of commis- 
sion only in the event that the officer marries 
within one year subsequent to the date ef 
his original commission. 

2. Regulations. a. The provisions ef the 
foregoing statute and of these regulations are 
applicable to every officer appointed in the 
Regular Army without regard to the length 
of active duty he may have performed as a 
Reserve, National Guard, or AUS officer, prior 
to his acceptance of a commission in the 
Regular Army. 5 

b. At any time during the first 3 years sub- 
sequent to his being originally commiestonsé 
in the Regular Army, the commission ef any 
officer, whose conduct and performance of 
duty is such as not to justify his retention as 
an officer of the Army, or whose retention 
as an officer of the Army is not justified fer 
other good and sufficient reasons, may be re- 
voked by the Secretary of War. Such action 
by the Secretary of War is final and concle- 
sive. 

ec. Every individual being originally eem- 
missioned in the Regular Army will be re- 
quired to execute a Personal History State- 
ment (WD AGO Form 643, 1 June 1946) im 
duplicate prior to taking his oath of office, 
In each case an investigation will be under- 
taken by the War Department, and, should 
it be found that the answer to any question 
contained in the mentioned Persona] History 
Statement is incorrect, incomplete, or mig- 
leading in any particular, it may be regarded 
as cause for revoking the commission of the 
person involved. 

d. Should any second lieutenant originally 
commissioned in the Regular Army after 1 
July 1949 marry within 1 year subsequent te 
the date of his original commission, such 
marriage will be considered cause for reve- 
cation of his commission, 

e. If revocation of an officer’s commissian 
is recommended by his immediate command- 
ing officer or higher authority, such recem- 
mendation, accompanied by a statement ef 
the facts together with any statement the ef- 
cer concerned may desire to make with re- 
spect thereto, will be submitted through mij- 
itary channels to the commanding genera! ef 
the Army area, air command, or eversea the- 
ater or department in which the effieer is ste- 
tioned. Such commanding general wil) have 
the circumstances promptly and t 
investigated by an officer of the I 
General’s Department on duty at his head- 
quarters, and the report of investigation te- 
gether with the commanding general's views 
and recommendations thereon will be for- 
warded to The Inspector General. After con- 
sideration of such a recommendation, the Sec- 
retary of War may revoke the officer’s com- 
mission, direct his transfer to another com- 
mand, or take such other action as may be 
deemed appropriate. 

f. An officer whose commission is reveked 
under this authority will, apon discharge, be 
entitled to a travel allowance of 4 cents per 
mile “from the place of his discharge te the 
place of his residence at the time ef his ap- 
pointment or to the place of his original mus- 
ter into the service,” pursuant te provisions 
of the act of 2 March 1901 (31 Stat. 902, 
U.S.C. 751; M.L. 1939, sec. 1468), in addition 
to all accrued pay and allowances which may 
then be due him, 

g. Nothing contained in these regulations 
shall be construed to preclude trial by court 
martial in any appropriate case. 

3. Rescission. WD Circular 68, 1938, as 
amended by section IV, WD Circular 4, 1948, 
pertaining to the foregoing subject, is ve- 
ecinded.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Secretary of State Byrnes next week returns to Paris for a 
resumption of the Four-Power Conference of Foreign Ministers. The hope of course 
is that Mr. Molotov will return from Moscow with a less inflexible attitude than that 
which contributed largely to the near-paralysis of the Conference’s first session, but 
no public utterance from Moscow encourages that hope. On the contrary Mr. Molotov 
himself threugh press and radio has made a public statement criticizing once more 
the “Anglo-American bloc” for its “opposition to democracy.” In Washington Mr. 
Byrnes with a good deal of sharpness has made a direct answer and publicly under- 
taken to set the record straight. In the House of Commons Mr. Bevin has spoken sadly, 
but more gently than is his custom, on the subject of Russian intransigeance. Prime 
Minister Atlee declared Russia was ignoring the spirit of the Potsdam agreements 
and Winston Churchill charged bluntly the seeds of a new world war are being sown 
tn the Soviet influenced areas of Eastern Europe. All of this sounds very much like 
the first and fruitless session of the Conference, and is a gloomy augury for the second. 
It is difficult to see how the Trieste situation can be settled save by an actual abandon- 
ment of the Russo-Yugoslav demands, or how the rebuilding of Austria can start 
gave by Russian agreement to all-power evacuation of that unhappy land. Of these 
two developments there is not the slightest present indication. Yet on every hand 
there is realization that in them is the start toward a real peace, and in accord,’ how- 
ever reluctant, among Russia, Britain and America is the only hope of attaining that 
peace. The marked cordiality of President Truman’s reception of the Soviet Ambas- 
sador Novikoff, and the new envoy’s polite reference to Russo-American relations as 
of prime importance to world security, were pleasant enough; an echo of their spirit 
at Paris would be welcome. “High military authority” at Nuremberg is quoted as 
saying that Russia now has released 10,000,000 soldiers, leaving in the present armed 
forces (three-quarters in the army) some 6,000,000 who will be reduced to 4,500,000. 
The same unidentified spokesman adds, not surprisingly, that Russia’s present con- 
centration is on the making up of lost ground in the study and application of atomic 
fission. Moscow should realize that there is more and more impatience growing in the 
United States toward the violation by Russia directly or indirectly of the under- 
standings of the war alliance and of the agreements made during and subsequent to 
that struggle. Particularly objectionable have been the activities of the communists 
in South America where they have made every effort to discredit former President 
Herbert Hoover who is making a survey of the food situation in the southern conti- 
nent for President Truman. Mr. Hoover properly denied that he is a food dictator as 
the communists alleged and succintly pointed out that to date not a pound of food 
has been gotten out of Russia save the wheat that was turned over to France in the 
hope of influencing the election there. Furthermore communist activity in the new 
world would seem to be encouraged by the enthusiastic reception given to American 
Gommunist Browder by President Stalin and the whole official world in Moscow. 

In China General Marshall’s efforts at conciliation are partly rewarded, but their 
eventual success is still in doubt, so powerful are China’s dispersive influences, and 
so suspicious is each side of the other’s intentions. The American envoy appears to 
have prevailed on the Communists to agree to withdraw from Harbin, provided Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang should consent to come in without troops, and thereafter to operate 
that important Manchurian center with a joint civil administration which would 
include Communist members. Chiang’s view seems to-be a realistic one, based on a 
belief that the Communists would have made no such offer unless they were on the 
point of being driven out anyway by the large Nationalist forces which Chiang has 
been moving up. He is inclined to argue that if he moves into Harbin it will be with 
enough troops to protect his Nationalist administrators, and that in any case, he 
must be granted in Manchuria the Nationalist sovereignty which the Communists 
originally agreed to bestow on him, an agreement which the Communists broke, on the 
ground that the Nationalists had failed elsewhere to keep their own compact. Posses- 
sion of military superiority on the spot is a potent persuader, in China or elsewhere, 
and the current possession or non-possession of military control provides a marvelous 
influence on a stateman’s political views at a given moment. 

The French elections of a week ago followed the indications of the May vote which 
rejected the tentative constitution—clearly because of popular distrust of the strong 
Communist backing given to that ill-fated measure. Not unnaturally, then, the Com- 
munists, who had been, by a narrow margin, the leading party in the old assembly, 
now (holding 26 per cent) have lost that position to Bidault’s Popular Movement (28 
per cent). The Socialists stand third, but by a reduced number (23 per cent) and the 
Radicals (10) and Rightists (13 per cent) make up the remainder of a new assembly 
whose difficulties in organizing a sound majority are apparent. This is the graver 
aspect of the situation—is France getting back into the pre-war misery of having so 
many parties that no combination will provide a working majority possessing any real 
life expectancy? The unquestioned defeat of the Communists does not at all mean 
that a Rightist victory was achieved. The Bidault party itself is strongly leftist, but 
differs from the Communists by insisting upon French national control rather than 
foreign dependence. Its politically leftist character is best indicated by the fact that 
early negotiations for a working control were with Communist, Socialist, and Radical 
leaders—but not with the Rightists, under any conditions. 

Both the British Foreign Office and our State Department announced this week 
that Portugal has granted the United States and Great Britain the right to use Azores 
air bases for eighteen months to maintain lines of communication with occupation 
armies in Germany and Japan. Nothing was said as to further extension should the 
occupation armies stay overseas as many years as some are forecasting. 

The United Nations Security Council resumes its sessions with Mr. Stettinius 
replaced, temporarily, as our chief delegate by Herschel V. Johnson, who at the year’s 
end will be replaced by Senator Warren Austin of Vermont. Mr. Johnson, a veteran 
diplomat, takes over just as the discussion on Franco’s Spain becomes active once 
more. It is believed that America will continue to hold that, whatever Franco’s past, 
he has no present power to disturb world peace, and that his presence in Madrid ac- 
cordingly is an internal matter which the Spaniards must deal with. Our experience 
with terminating diplomatic relations with ggvernments we dislike has not been happy, 
and any such program we will probably resist. 


Army’s Wartime Ranks—Nominations for promotions of officers of the United 
States confirmed by the Senate this week occasions a study of the temporary ranks in 
the Army of the United States held by U. S. Military Academy wr nares during the 
war. In line with customary Army procedure, the nomination include lists of officers 





of entire classes, with the Class of ’23 being promoted to Lieutenant Colonel, the Class 
of ’29 to Major, the Class of '36 to Captain, and the Class of ’43 to First Lieutenant. 

With the nomination lists including each West Point class as a group, it can be 
seen to what extent each class was advanced in the Army of the United States. Nota 
single member of these four classes failed to serve in at least one rank higher than his 
permanent USA rank, and the greater number served three ranks higher. Only in the 
Class of ’43, only three years out of the Academy, was the preponderance of AUS ranks 
limited to two grades above permanent ranks. In this group, whose permanent rank 
is Second Lieutenant, one is serving asa temporary Lieutenant Colonel in the Air 
Corps, and there are 45 temporary Majors, 315 Captains, and 90 First Lieutenants. 

The Class of ’23 provided one Lieutenant General, two Major Generals, 16 
Brigadier Generals, and 125 Colonels, and a handful of Lieutenant Colonels. The 
Class of ’29 (which this week become permanent majors) provided two Major Gen- 
erals, 10 Brigadier Generals, 187 Colonels, and 50 Lieutenant Colonels. The Class of 
36 (now promoted to be permanent captains) provided one Brigadier General, 105 
Colonels, 120 Lieutenant Colonels, and a handful of Majors and Captains. 


The Inactive Fleet—Of the 1,000 warships slated for preservation in the Six- 
teenth Fleet as the Navy’s inactive fleet, 674 have already come under the jurisdic- 
tion of Admiral Thomas C. Kinkaid, Commandant of the Eastern Sea Frontier, and 
330 more are due to report by Fall at berthing sites where they, too, will undergo 
the preservation process known as “Operation Zipper.” 

Third Naval District headquarters in New York this week released statistical 
details showing the importance of the inactive fleet in the Navy’s over-all plans. 
A force of 1,155 officers and 13,440 men and $3,812,600 annually, exclusive of salaries, 
will be required to maintain this inactive fleet, which could be activated in from 
ten to thirty days, according to Navy estimates. 

When the preservation work is completed, the Sixteenth Fleet will comprise 53 
types of warships, including five battleships, three battle cruisers, nine heavy cruisers, 
ten light cruisers, five large carriers, five light carriers, 30 escort carriers, 109 de- 
stoyers, and 54.submarines in addition to hundreds of small auxiliaries and landing 
craft. The fleet is to be divided into eight groups, as follows: 

Boston—19 escort carriers plus six smaller craft. New London—4 submarines 
plus three submarine tenders and a few district vessels. New York—Battle cruisers 
Alaska, Guam and Hawaii, the Essex-class carriers Wasp and Franklin. Philadelphia 
—nearly all of the cruisers, both light and heavy, with various other types bring the 
total to 47. Norfolk—three battleships, two large carriers, ten escort carriers, and 
22 attack transports. Charleston—109 destroyers. Green Cove Springs, Fla.—651 de 
Stroyer-escorts, high-speed destroyer-transports, patrol craft and amphibious craft. 
Orange, Tex.—a total of 138 auxiliaries, tugs and Janding craft. 


War Department General Staff—The announcement this week that Maj. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, Assistant Chief of Air Staff for Plans and Chief of Staff of the 
Twentieth Air Force, has been named Assistant Chief of Staff, Operations Division, 
War Department General Staff, is indicative of the increased Air Forces representa- 
tion on the General Staff scheduled under the War Departmnt and Army reorganiza- 
tion. Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Assistant Chief of Staff, Intelligence, and General 
Norstad will, after 15 June, represent the Air Corps among the Staff Directors. Maj. 
Gen. Willard S. Paul, G-1, is an Infantry officer. Brig. Gen. George L. Eberle, Deputy 
Director, G-3, is also an Infantry officer. Maj. Gen. Stanly L. Scott, Acting, G-4, isa 
Corps of Engineers officer, while Col Gervais W. Trichel, Acting Director of the new 
Research and Developments Section, is an Ordnance officer. Persistent rumors in 
Washington are that Lt. Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler, present Chief of Engineers, is 
slated for this last post. 

The present average age of Assistant Chiefs of the Wat Department General 
Staff is 50 years and six months. General Norstad, who is 39, will be the youngest 
of the six, with General Vandenberg, 47, next in the age scale. 


Navy Re-enlistment Policy—In order that the Navy may successfully complete 
its demobilization of reservists by 1 Sept., a supply of Regular Navy enlisted men will 
soon be needed in adequate number to replace Reserves now serving in advanced areas 
in the Pacific. In the interest of timeliness of replacing these personnel in the Far Pa- 
cific, the Navy last week announced a new policy, effective until 20 Aug., under which 
Regular Navy enlisted men within three months of expiration of enlistment may be 
discharged for the convenience of the government for the purpose of re-enlistment. 

This new policy may be of possible benefit to numerous enlisted men of the Regular 
Navy who wish to re-enlist before 1 July in order to preserve their Family Allowances 
throughout their enlistments. The Family Allowance, created in 1942 as a war-time 
measure to assist families whose men went to war, will be paid in the future only to 
enlisted men, of all services, who re-enlist before July. None of the services has in- 
dicated heretofore that men will be discharged for the purpose of re-enlistment, so that 
they might have the advantage of the Family Allowance, but for men of the Regular 
Navy establishment whose enlistments would expire after 1 July this will be a splendid 
opportunity to ensure continuance of the FA. 

Individual members of Congress have inquired for some time whether the services 
would permit discharge for the purpose of re-enlistment, in the interest of maintaining 
Armed Forces without the draft. 


Army Medical Department—Outstanding aspects of European developments in 
artificial limbs and surgical techniques for amputation cases have just been reported 
in person to Secretary of War Patterson and Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon 
General of the Army, by the group of scientists recently sent to England, France and 
Germany for this purpose. 

This mission was headed by Dr. Paul BE. Klopsteg, who told Secretary Patterson 
that no other country is conducting a program of research in this field in any way 
comparable to the effort here for which the Army has already provided $1,000,000. 
While it was found that the work in this country on most aspects of the problem is 
far advanced when compared with that in Europe, and that the materials for and 
construction of-artificial limbs are superior here, information of significant value was 
obtained from the European studies. 

Of particular interest to Secretary Patterson were certain improvements in cin& 
plastic surgery and two developments in the design of artificial legs. 

Greatly encouraged by this report in his efforts to provide better help for amputees, 
Secretary Patterson directed that the War Department continue to give every possible 
support, financial and otherwise, to the Committee’s resedirch program, and stated that 
he proposed to ask the direct aid of certain other large corporations with great re 
search divisions to speed up the work still further. Several such companies are 4l- 
ready so engaged under contracts with the Committee. 
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Naval Supply Accountability—Although a return to peacetime methods of ac- 


.counting for supplies used at Navy ships and stations was ordered soon after vV-J 


Day, the personnel situation at present precludes Navy-wide operation of money 
yalue accountability, and the effeetive date of General Order 234, which ordered 
the return to peacetime methods, has been postponed until 1 Jan. 1947. 

The Bureau of Ships will promulgate now the basic quarterly money allotments 
which would have controlled the issue of materials for end use on ships with 
Supply Officers and all withdrawals of materials from store by ships without Sup- 
ply Officers. In order to ensure indoctrination of personnel throughout the fleet to the 
end that all ships will be ready for full money accountability and the operation of 
a money allotment in January, each ship has been ordered, to the extent practicable, 
to establish a local memorandum allotment record and administratively make every 
effort to restrict issues within the total money value of the allotment account. Other 
methods of accounting will be observed now, as prescribed in Alnav 289, on all 
types of supplies. 

Until the accounting procedures are effected, issues to ships from ashore will be 
made in the same manner as at present, with invoices fully priced and extended. Ships 
with Supply Officers are to inventory, classify, price, and establish stock records for 
all material carried on board and all new receipts so that there will be no doubt as to 
completion of this work on board ship within the next six months. 


Regular Army Commissions—The total of 108,582 applications for Regular Army 
commissions received under the expansion program has, the War Department said 
this week, been reduced to 97.550 by withdrawals, disapproval of waivers, and 
physical and mental rejections. The program calls for the immediate addition of 
approximately 9,400 officers to the Regular Army strength of 15,500 officers. Thus, 
approximately only one of each ten applicants will receive appointments under the 
present law. 

Of the original applicants, 23,000 signified preference for the Ground Forces in 
which there are 3,000 vacancies, 59,000 applicants sought assignments in the Air 
Forces with 4,000 vacancies, and the other 27,000 applied for technical and admin- 
istrative posts where 2,400 vacancies exist. 

Senate confirmation of the nomination of the successful applicants will be re- 
quested about 28 June. The intention is to notify those appointed before 1 July. The 
names of applicants who are not selected for nomination will be placed on a list as 
eligible for appointment if other vacancies occur. 

As a further step in the program, the War Department plans to request an ad- 
ditional increase in the officer strength of the Regular Army. If this second increase 
is authorized new examinations will be held and selections made from a combined 
list made up of those who qualify in the new examinations and those eligible after 
the 28 June nominations. 


Presidential Unit Citation—A recent announcement from Marine Corps head- 
quarters concerning eligibility to wear the Presidential Unit Citation, intends to 
clarify lack of understanding about this ribbon, which is one of the most confusing of 
all decorations. The only persons eligible to wear the ribbon permanently are those 
who were serving in the cited unit at the time and place it was cited. Such persons 
may wear the star on the ribbon. The recent ruling from headquarters expands this 
feature of the award in an explanation concerning men who were serving in rear 
echelons at the time the Presidential Unit Citation was earned. Headquarters has 
ruled that these men are eligible to wear the ribbon only as long as they are members 
of the cited unit, and do not rate the star even while serving with the unit. 


Corps of Chaplains—The honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity was presented 
to Chaplain (Col.) Harry C. Fraser, USA, 3 June at commencement exercises at 
Iowa Wesleyan College. Chaplain Fraser was the speaker at baccalaureate 2 June 
in the college chapel. He was graduated from Iowa Wesleyan in 1918. 

The Chief of Chaplains, Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Luther D. Miller, placed a wreath 
on the Chaplain Cenotaph at Arlington National Cemetery, Arlington, Va., 29 May. 
Chaplains from the District and nearby installations took part in the ceremony. 
Chaplain (Col.) Walter B. Zimmerman, Officer-in-Charge, Army Ground Forces, spoke 
briefly and read an appropriate memorial poem. Chaplain (Maj.) Ralph H. Blumen- 
thal, Personnel Division, gave the invocation. 

Chaplain (Capt.) Ernest BE. Northen, formerly Assistant, Technical Information 
Division, reported to The Chaplain School, Ft. Oglethorpe, Ga., on 6 June. 

Chaplain (Capt.) Peter N. Holmes, 9222 T.S.U. Ship Complement, New York Port 
of Embarkation, Brooklyn, N. Y., has been assigned to temporary duty in the Office 
of the Chief of Chaplains, Technical Information Division.

Weather Control—The first step in influencing the weather by rational, human 

intervention will soon be taken by the Navy Office of Research and Inventions, it was 
announced recently by Lt. Comdr. Daniel F. Rex, head of the Geophysics Section 
of the ORI Planning Division. 
Through fundamental research sponsored by ORI at Princeton University, an 
investigation of the theory of dynamic meteorlogy will soon begin in an attempt to 
attain high speed, electronic automatic computing in meteorology. This research will 
make possible entirely new methods of weather forecasting by calculation so that a 
completely calculated forecast for the entire northern hemisphere should take approxi- 
mately two hours a day for preparation. 

Lt. Comdr. Rex made this announcement at a meeting of the American Meteoro- 
logical Society at Washington, D. C., on 29 May, in outlining proposed meteorolgical 
research under consideration by the Planning Division. Such research will include 
fundamental studies of atmospheric dynamics, atmospheric thermodynamics, high 
altitude meteorological research, experiment meteorolgy, and arctic meteorology. 


National Guard—Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, commanding general of the Air 
efense Command, explaining the National Guard program in an NBC broadcast this 
week, urged the states to accept allocated Air National Guard units without delay, 
organize and activate these units to meet Federal requirements, bring Air units up to 
Strength and maintain them at strength, and encourage private flying, the Civil Air 
Patrol and Air Reserve. 
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It is the hope of the AAF, General Stratemeyer said, to equip Nationa) Guard 
fighter units with jet propelled aircraft when they become available, never permitting 
Guard equipment to become obsolete. 

“In addition to providing the tools,” General Stratemeyer said, “the Army Air 
Forces will also provide men skilled in the use of these tools so that they may pass on 
their tactical and technical knowledge to the personnel of the Air National Guard. 
These men will be Regular Army officers selected because of their World. War II 
combat experience, and ability as instructors. They will have no command status with 
the Air National Guard troops or units. Their primary and all important job will 
be to supervise the training of Air National Guard units in order to maintain these 
units in a highly trained and operational condition of readiness. We of the Air 
Defense Command will assist in the establishment and maintenance of Air Guard 
units in any way permitted by law, and agreeable to the States.” 

Interviews with combat pilots of World War II in the Southern California area 
who have made informal application for the California National Guard Air Arm 
are scheduled to be held in the Los Angeles Armory, 7, 8 and 9 June, Brig. Gen. Curtis 
D. O’Sullivan, Adjutant General of California, has announced. A board of aviation 
officers, headed by Col. Leonard EB. Thomas, air officer for the California National 
Guard, is conducting the interviews. 

California has also announced allocation by the War Department of four addi- 
tional major units totaling some 900 men to California’s projected National Guard Air 
Arm. The new units consist of a battalion of aviation engineers, two air service 
groups and weather station detachments which will raise the strength of the state’s 
Air Arm from the previous total of 4,619 officers and men to 5,492. 

The Office of the Adjutant General of California recently announced that the 
allotment of an additional fighter squadron for the California National Guard was 
being requested, specifically, the 199th Fighter Squadron, it having been learned that 
plans had been canceled to activate the 199th in Hawaii. The National Guard Bu- 
reau, however, told the AkMy AND Navy JouRNAL this week that it is still planned to 
activate the 199th in Hawaii. 





Navy Medical Consultants—A new program to increase professional proficiency 
and improve the standards of medical practice has been instituted by the Surgeon 
General of the Navy with the assistance of 16 outstanding medical specialists who will 
assist the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery in furthering the graduate medical 
training program. 

The Reserve Consultants Board, recently announced by Vice Admiral Ross T. 
McIntire, will aid in establishing the residency training program in nine Naval Hos- 
pitals, located in Bethesda, Md., Chelsea, Mass., Great Lakes, Long Beach, Oakland, 
Philadelphia, San Diego Seattle and St. Alban’s N. Y. other Naval Hospitals will be 
utilized for training as the program expands. 

With the exception of the consultant representing the Council on Medical Edu- 
cation and Hospitals of the American Medical Association, all of the consultants are 
officers of the Naval Medical Reserve Corps. They will meet and confer at the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery and survey Naval Hospitals in respect to the graduate medi- 
cal training program, confer and advise with the Medical Officers in Command and 
with the Chiefs of Services, and assist in the choice of Reserve Consultants to the staffs 
of Naval Hospitals. 

The residency-type training program at present offers courses in neuro-psychiatry, 
dermantology and syphilogy, radiology, anesthesiology, internal medicine, urology, 
obstetrics, orthopedic surgery, and pathology. As the program develops it is planned 
to organize courses in other specialties. Medical officers are also receiving training 
in civilian institutions in recognized specialties,

Navy Nurse Corps—Members of the Nurse Corps, USNR, may now request ex- 
tension of their time on active duty up to a specific date set by the individual nurse 
between 1 Jan. and 1 July 1947 under a new announcement by the Surgeon General, 
Vice Admiral Ross T. McIntire. 
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Previously, Reserve, nurses could request extension of active duty only until 
20 August 1946. By the terms of the new proviso, requests for extension must be sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery not later than 15 June 1946, and 
assignment of nurses requesting such extension will be governed by the needs of 
the service. 

In addition, Reserve Nurse Corps officers who have extended to a certain date 
must serve until that time. Reserve nurses who are on terminal leave up to and in- 
cluling 15 Jane 1946 and who wish to be retained on active duty may report to the 
Commandant of their nearest Naval District before that date to make their request. 





Chemical Warfare Service—The First Annual Meeting of the newly formed 
Chemical Warfare Association was held 24-25 May at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. More 
than 500 former officers, enlisted men and representatives of industry attended.

tion is mainly in the field of logistics as 
applied to the procurement, distribution, 
and maintenance of Air Forces equip- 
ment throughout all service echelons. 

While maintaining the high standard 
aeronautical engineering course formerly 
given by the Air Corps Engineering 
School, additional basic courses will be 
provided to prepare for the more ad- 
vanced work, students whose basic tech- 
nical education begun in technical colleges 
(leading towards B. S. degrees) was in- 
terrupted by the war between the second 
and third years or between the third and 
fourth years of college work. 

Specific courses are contemplated in the 
fields of nuclear physics, electronics, etc., 
for those students specially qualified for 
and desiring specialization in those fields. 
Shorter and broader courses will be es- 
tablished for more mature officers whose 
services and experience make them 
eligible for command but who still may 
require additional technical and logistical 
background to qualify them properly to 
meet the special requirements of a depot, 
service area, or higher Service assign- 
ment as contrasted with tactical assign- 
ments. 

Because the Air Institute of Tech- 
nology at Wright Field where its faculty 
will be in constant daily contact with 
research, development, and procurement 
experts of the Air Materiel Command 
and where the professors stand to gain 
so much from such contact and possible 
participation in the problems incident 
thereto, the problems faced by the Com- 
mandant and Director in securing ade- 
quate instructor personnel lies not so 
much in obtaining the required number 
as in selecting only the best from the 
great number who will desire to be as- 
sociated with the School and with the 
Air Materiel Command. 

Initially, the Air Institute of Tech- 
nology will consist of two colleges—a 
college of engineering and a college of 
logistics. The initial course of the AIT 


begins 3 September, this year. Applicants 


are limited to Regular Army and Cate- 
gory I officers (the latter being required 
to agree to remain with the AAF at 
least two years after graduation) ; offi- 
cers who have completed at least two 
and preferably three years of college 
work leading toward a B. S. degree; and 
to those who have aptitudes for and de- 
sire engineering AAF assignments. For 
those applicants whose natural aptitudes 
or desires point more particularly towards 
logistical assignments the completion of 
two but preferably three years of college 
work leading toward an A. B. degree may 
be accepted.

Navy Medical Research 

With the commissioning of the Mc- 
Intire rheumatic fever unit at the Naval 
Hospital, Dublin, Ga., on 31 May, Vice 
Admiral Ross T. McIntire, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, announced that the 
Navy will double its efforts in medical 
research. 

The research unit, the first of its kind, 
was placed in commission by Rear Adm. 
L. T. DuBose, Commandant of the Sixth 
Naval District, who described it as “an 
investment in world health.” 

Chairman Carl Vinson of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, in whose con- 
gressional district the hospital and re- 
search unit are situated hailed the new 
facility as an instrument which should go 
far toward solving some of the mysteries 
which now hinder diagnosis and treat- 
ment of rheumatic fever.

was lost in engineering the long-range fighter 
to cover the bombers. On the ground the de- 
velopment of new tactics for destruction of 
hostile strongpoints was an instance of the 
same sort. I have taken these cases at ran- 
dom. I could call up many others. There 
were some blemishes, but the record read in 
its entirety demolishes the charge of the 
closed mind. 

“The leadership took account of the dig- 
nity and decency of the individual soldier. 
Our Army goes far beyond the practices of 
any other army in this regard, and this will 
be conceded by the most severe ex-GI critic 
who saw anything of foreign armies. The 
policy was to bring out the better traits of 
character, This policy was extended down 
even to the maladjusted, most of whom would 
have had their troubles in civilian life, too. 
The Army salvaged 30,000 men convicted of 
serious offenses and sentenced to imprison- 
ment and dishonorable discharge with bene- 
fit both to the military establishment and to 
the soldiers so given a new chance, This num- 
ber not include the numerous cases 
overseas where offenders were taken from 
stockades and restored to honorable service. 

“There is room for improvement in rela- 
tionships between commissioned and non- 
commissioned personnel, The Doolittle Board 
report is a thoughtful discussion of inade- 
quacies and of remedies. The soundness of 
most of the recommended measures will not 
be disputed by Army command, and I have 
not the slightest fear that they will lead to 
impairment of discipline. The American sol- 
dier has always had a wholesome respect for 
authority based on competence.”

Retired CE Officers to Duty 

The Rivers and Harbors bill, H.R. 6407, 
passed this week by the House, provides 
that the Secretary of War may assign 
two retired engineer officers of the Army 
to active duty, with their consent. One 
would be the resident or senior member 
of the Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors, and the other the resident or 
senior member of the Beach Erosion 
Board. The appointments would be for 
not more than 4 years beyond the date 
of their retirement from the Army. 

In reporting the bill, the House Com- 
mittee on Rivers and Harbors, calling 
attention to the fact that officers below 
the rank of brigadier general must be 
retired at age of 60, stated its confidence 
that “the use of such experienced officers 
in these key positions will be of great 

value to the Government.’

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AAF Needs Specialists 


Maj. Gen. Fred L. Anderson, Assistant 
Chief of Air Staff, Personnel, announced 
this week that certain officer-specialists 
who were discharged from the Army may 
now request recall to active duty with the 
Army Air Forces. 

General Anderson stated that this de- 
parture from previous policy is being 
made because demobilization has pro- 
gressed to such a point that the AAF 
does not have volunteer officers to fill all 
of the requirements for certain specialists 
and technical fields. 

Kighty-eight different military occupa- 
tional specialists are involved in this 
project. They include various types o 
officer-specialists in such general fields as 
Engineer, all Medical Department oili- 
cers, Finance, Legal, Weather, Communi- 
cations, Radar, Statistical Control, Ord. 
nance, Armament, Aircraft Warning, 
Foods Service, Photo Mapping and Photo 
Interpretation, Transportation, Automo- 
tive Maintenance and Repair, Chemical, 
and other technical fields. 

General Anderson further stated that 





he urged all former officers in these 
special categories to request recall to 


active duty by writing to The Adjutant 
General, Washington 25 D. C. for WD 
AGO Form 01066. (Application for Ex- 
tended Active Duty.) This form is to be 
filled out and returned in the case of Re- 
serve and National Guard Officers, while 
Army of the United States officers must 
request WD AGO Form 170-1. (Appli- 
cation for Appointment and Statement of 
Preferences for Reserve Officers.) In the 
latter case, AUS officers must first apply 
for, and accept, a reserve commission be- 
fore they may request recall to active 
duty. 

In the matter of age limits by grade and 
efficiency index, the following will apply: 
Company grades 38 years or less; Major, 
40 years or less; Lieutenant Colonel, 45 
years or less, while an efficiency index of 
40.0 and over will be required. In ad- 
dition officers recalled to active duty will 
be required to sign a category I or II 
statement wherein they must elect to re- 
main on extended active duty for an un- 
limited length of time (Category I) or 
until 30 June 1947 (Category II). In 
addition, officers recalled to active duty 
must be physically qualified for active 
duty and will be recalled normally in the 
grade they held prior to separation from 
the service. Promotions which were ac- 
complished at the time of separation will 
not be granted upon recall.

hanges in the management of General 
"$08 Ps Corporation, announced following 
509 ‘Iting of the board of directors of the 
4000 gration 3 June, have placed control 
of finances and operations in the hands 
of men whose ability came to the fore 
during the war years. Alfred P. Sloan, 
jr., remains chairman of the board, but 
is succeeded as “chief executive officer” 
by Charles FE. Wilson, president since 
1940. The board of directors is increased 
from 27 to 28 members. 

The Commerce Department reports that 
695,000 new businesses were established 
during the last two years, 295,000 firms 
discontinuing business in the same period. 
The net increase indicated placed the 
total number of firms in the country at 
3,285,000 at the beginning of the current 
year. 

United States Government obligations 
are down $372 million and demand de- 
posits show a gain of $214 million, ac- 
cording to the Federal Reserve Board's 
report on the condition statement of 
weekly reporting member banks in 101 
leading cities. Other decreases were $288 
million in United States Government de- 
posits and $122 million in deposits ac- 
credited to domestic banks. Loans to 
brokers and dealers for purchasing or 
carrying United States Government obli- 
gations increased $76 million, and for 
purchasing or carrying other securities 
$79 million. 

The steel output this week is scheduled 
to advance, with steelmaking facilities of 
the country operating at 55.2 per cent of 
capacity as compared with 43.6 last week. 
The American Iron and Steel Institute 
said that the 55.2 per cent rate is equiva- 
lent to an output of 972,800 net tons of 
castings and ingots for the week compared 
with 768,400 last week and 1,668,600 in 
the same week in 1945.

Surgeon for Western Pacific 

Manila—Col. James B. Stapleton has 
been named Chief Surgeon for the West- 
ern Pacific Area by Lt. Gen. W. D. Styer, 
Commanding General, AFWESPAC. Co- 
lonel Stapleton succeeds Col. Merritt G. 
Ringer who is returning to the United 
States for retirement. 

Prior to assuming his present post 
Colonel Stapleton was Surgeon of the 
Okinawa Base Command.

Merchant Marine 

Nearly 100 government-owned merchant 
ships of 1,500 gross tons and over have 
been sold to highest bidders by the Mari- 
time Commission since disposal of surplus 
vessels began after V-J Day. The total 
paid to the government was almost 
$8,000,000. 

These sales were made on competitive 
bids under the Merchant Marine Act of 
1920, pending enactment of the Merchant 
Ship Sales Act of 1946. 

Nearly all of the ships were purchased 
for scrapping. However, ten coastal cargo 
vessels were awarded on competitive bids 
for $4,325,000 to the Chinese Supply Mis- 
sion, five incomplete coastal freighters 
were sold to the French government for 
$2,425,745, and one uncompleted coastal 
tanker was sold to the Sun Oil Co. 


Ship Conversion and Sales 
A program of adapting attack trans- 
ports built for the Navy by the Maritime 
Commission to peacetime use has been 
launched by the Commission in inviting 


sealed bids for reconversion of seven 
Navy APA’s to their original C3-S-42 


cargo carrier design. 

The ships are now moored in temporary 
reserve fleet anchorages, as follows: 

USS Alpine (APA-92) and USS Barns- 
table (APA-93), James River, near Fort 
Eustis, Va.; and 

USS Leon (APA-48), USS Mendocino 
(APA-100), USS Elmore (APA-42), USS 
Fayette (APA-43) and USS Knox (APA- 
46), Mobile River, near Mobile, Ala. 

The Maritime Commission has also an- 
nounced forthcoming sales of 83-feet 
Coast Guard patrol boats at fixed price 
of $3,000 each, and of single-screw ocean- 
going tugs of 760 tons displacement at a 
minimum fixed price of $265,000. The tugs 
are 143-feet long.

smallpox, have been issued to all Fort 
Medical Representatives, General Agents, 
and others concerned with the WSA Med- 
ical program. 

Precautionary measures have become 
imperative, according to Dr. Justin K. 
Fuller, WSA Medical Director, because of 
increasing incidence of a virulent type of 
smallpox and world prevalence of quar- 
antinable diseases reported by the U. S. 
Public Health Service. 

Orders now require that all persons 
travelling in American ships to smallpox 
areas be re-vaccinated unless they have 
been successfully immunized within 60 
days. Crews of WSA ships bound for 


other foreign ports are to be re-vaccinated 
at intervals of six months to a year. In

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Boost Enlisted Pay

the Senate is concerned. I understand that the 
change in the proposed pay of officers, for 
one thing, was induced by the desire to keep 
the relative pay somewhat in harmony with 
what it has been heretofore. But aside from 
that, it is the hope, I suppose, of the Congress 
and of the Army and the Navy that inductees 
or enlistees will not be satisfied simply to 
serve for a year and a half, or whatever the 
period may be, at $05, or some little increase 
up to $70 or $82 or $90, but that they might 
have an inducement to remain in the Army 
and thereby work up to a position where they 
might occupy an important officer status, and 
that the increased pay is not so much for the 
present officers, although they may be en- 
titled to it, as it is an inducement for a man 
to work his way up from the ranks into the 
higher categories.” 

In expressing his agreement with Mr. 
Barkley, Senator Gurney voiced the hope 
that “they will not simply enlist for 18 
months, but that they will enlist for 3 
years.” 

Mr. Gurney also sponsored, for a time, 
consideration of pay increases for officers. 
He stated: 

“My justification for offering, in my amend- 
ment, a proposal for 10 per cent and 20 per 
cent increases in the pay of officers, is the 
fact that the House of Representatives passed 
the bill granting such increases in pay for of- 
ficers. Speaking personally, not speaking for 
the committee, I say that I believe the officers 
are entitled to the proposed increases, That 
is why I have included the House figures in 
the amendment which is now before the Sen- 
ate,” 

Senator Wheeler, however, twice took 
the floor to condemn pay raises for officers 
at this time: 

“Why should we increase the pay of brig- 
adier generals, lieutenant generals, admirals, 
and so on? The pending measure would in- 
crease their pay and would place it on a 
higher level than even that of the pay which 
the Members of the Senate receive. In addi- 
tion, officers receive numerous allowances; in 
many instances they are furnished the houses 
in which they live, and they receive various 
other allowances, I think it would be a mis- 
take to increase the salaries of the officers 
of the higher ranks. 

“I think we can justify an increase for the 
enlisted men, but I do not think we can go be- 
fore the country at this time and advocate 
that the admirals and the generals, who are 
drawing good salaries at present, should get 
an inerease of 10 per cent or 20 per cent, or 
any other increase. As I understand, the pur- 
pose is to get men to enlist in the Army and 
Navy. We do not need to pay an admiral 10 
per cent more in order to get him to enlist 
in the Navy.” 

The availability of officers was de- 
seribed briefly by Senator Johnson, as 
follows: 

“We have no difficulty in obtaining plenty 
of volunteer officers. We now have 250.000 of 
them, The Army says that on 1 July 1946, it 
will reduce the number to 150,000. It has 
100,000 officers that it will have to dispense 
with between now and the Ist of July. It is 
a well-known fact that we can get twice as 
many, and probably three times as many, of- 
ficers in the Army as we need,” 

Senator Walsh, Naval Affairs commit- 
tee chairman. declared that “there are 
many more applicants for permanent com- 
missions in the Navy than there are 
places available.” 

In this connection, Senator LaFollette 
later stated that his mail reflected the 
numbers of officers available. He de- 
clared : 

“I do not know about other Senators, but 
my correspondence is filled with mail from 
officers who are complaining because they 
are being eliminated from the Army, and at 
this moment it does not seem to me to be 
urgent to consider that, although I do not 
wish to be placed in the position of being 
unsympathetic with any showing which may 
be made subsequently. 

“In connection with the bill, which is 
largely for the purpose of extending the draft, 
it seems to me we are justified in taking this 
amount of money and putting it into the cate- 
gories where we have the most hope, if the 
Army will enthusiastically carry on a cam- 
paign, that we may get the necessary forces 
as a result of volunteers, instead of drafting 
the teen-agers.” 

The question of flight pay and other 
extra-hazard pay was mentioned in the 
debate on officers’ pay increases, and Sena- 
tor Thomas, chairman of the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs committee, indicated that 
when this matter comes under discussion, 
changes in the present system may be ex- 
pected. He stated: 

“The differential between the flight pay 
and other pay wil undoubtedly be changed 
as time goes on, Flight was not contemplated 
in the beginning; it was quite unusual but 








it is becoming more commonplace all the time. 
Adjustments will have to be made in the light 
of the circumstances of the Army and the 
Navy.” 


USNA Curriculum Revised 
(Continued from First Page) 
by the Chief of Naval Personnel. Vice 
Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, and endorsed 
by the Naval Academy Board of Visitors 
at its recent inspection at Annapolis. 

Under the revised post-war curriculum, 
to which current classes will gradually 
be fitted as well as the TPlebe class start- 
ing in the Fall, instruction in strictly 
naval material and techniqnes will be re- 
placed, in part, by emphasis on a more 
general and basic education, with addi- 
tional periods set aside and designated 
as “classroom lectures.” 

In the study of electrical engineering, 
courses have been revised to keep pace 
with modern advances in electronics, par- 
ticularly sonar, radar and loran. 

Principal changes resulting from the 
revision are as follows: 

Executive Department — Time assigned to 
Infantry has been lowered to allow additional 
hours for academic requirements. 

Seamanship and Navigation—Additional in- 
struction and practical work time have been 
increased to supplement classroom work, and 
to provide two-hour practical instruction pe- 
riods in Seamanship throughout the First 
Class year. 

Ordnance and Gunnery — Instruction has 
been broadened to include several main bat- 
tery directors and incorporate modern ord- 
nance advances, 

Marine Engineering — Some courses have 
been shortened to permit new or expanded 
courses with application in aeronautics, bal- 
listics, thermodynamics, lubrication, aerology, 
the increased use of diesel engines, and an- 
ticipated use of gas turbines, gas and jet 
propulsion engines. 

Mathematics—More emphasis is placed on 
calculus; the course in mechanics is increased 
by 43 hours. 

Electrical Engineering — Greater emphasis 
will be placed on subjects which assumed 
greater importance in the war years, and 
material considered obsolete or obsolescent 
has been omitted. Radio and electronics are 
the new studies. 

English, History and Government—A new 
lecture series will be introduced in naval in- 
telligence, public information, and new wea- 
pons. Other courses have been revised. 

Foreign Languages—More use will be made 
of “oral drill” methods, 


Unification of Services 

After discussing with Army and Navy 
chiefs their points of agreement and dis- 
agreement, President Truman this week 
undertook to formulate a plan for uni- 
fication of the Armed Forces which both 
services will support. 

In what was considered the most sig- 
nificant of recent moves toward unifi- 
eation, the President conferred with 
Secretary of War Patterson and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Forrestal and their 
Chiefs of Staff on 4 June, and outlined 
the points which he must resolve. 

All of the points of disagreement were 
“thoroughly discussed by both sides,” ac- 
cording to Presidential Secretary Charles 
Ross, and then were taken under study 
by Mr. Truman. After the President has 
resolved these points of difference, Mr. 
Ross said, “his ideas will be the joint 
views of the Army and Navy and be pres- 
ented to Congress in the regular way 
through appropriate committees as the 
basis for legislation. 

Besides the Cabinet Secretaries, those 
participating in the conference on unifi- 
cation were General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, Army Chief of Staff; 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief 
of Naval Operations; General Carl 
Spaatz, head of the Army Air Forces; 
Maj. Gen. Lauris Norstad of the Wer 
Denartment General Staff: Fleet Admiral 
William D. Leahy, the President’s Chief 
of Staff; Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughn, the 
President’s Military aide; and Captain 
Clark M. Clifford, the President’s naval 


r aide. 


President Truman told his press con- 
ference 6 June that he is working en his 
plan for unification at the present time. 
When it is completed, he will write a 
directive to the Army and Navy outlin- 
ing the features of his plan. which he will 
expect to be accepted. The War and 
Navy Departments will be expected to 
get behind the President’s merger plan, 
and support it in whatever Congressional 
discussion may follow. 

No definite indication was forthcoming 
to indicate to what extent President 
Truman will compromise conflicting 





views of the Army and Navy concerning 
a single Department of Common Defense, 
a single Chief of Staff, or specific guaran- 
tees ensuring continuation of the Marine 
Corps and naval aviation in their present 
proportions. 

It was said that the President had 
sided with the Navy on one of these 
major issues, in deciding to continue the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. It was also con- 
sidered likely that the Navy had been 
successful in its request for continuing a 
single Navy Department with Cabinet 
representation. 

Points of agreement, which were ac- 
cepted by both services in early Congres- 
sional discussions on unification, include 
a National Resources and Planning 
Board to control production and plan- 
ning, a Central Intelligence Agency, a 
unified research program, and joint pro- 
curement and supply. 


Navy Flag Officers 


The Navy has announced that 58 flag 
officers are in a “retirement pending 
status” as of 1 June and that 98 more will 
be removed from the active list by Novem- 
ber in a general reduction to about 248 
flag officers for the post-war establish- 
ment. 

The 1 June list includes two Admirals, 
Royal FE. Ingersoll and Samuel M. Robin- 
son, and three Vice Admirals, Robert L. 
Ghormley. William L. Calhoun, and Wil- 
liam S. Farber. Admiral Ingersoll was 
Commander-in-Chief, Atlantic Fleet, and 
Admiral Robinson was Chief of Naval 
Material in the Navy Department during 
the war.

Communist Naval Officers 
Testifying before the House Judiciary 
Committee this week, Capt. J. W. Whit- 
field, assistant chief of Naval Intelligence, 
revealed that many communists had been 
commissioned as officers in the Navy dur- 
ing the war and that some of them had 


entree to secret documents but not to 
“top-secret information.” Commissioning 
of members of the Communist Party was 
due, Captain Whitfield stated, to the féct 
that the Navy was denied the right to re- 
fuse commissions to them. 

Subsequently Captain Whitfield stated 
he had misunderstood the question and 
thought he was testifying concerning all 
naval personnel, enlisted and commis- 
sioned. The committee authorized him to 
correct his testimony to conform to the 
facts which follow: 

“During the war there were slichtly move 
than 2.000 members of the Naval Service who 
were suspected, often without tangible. evi- 
dence, of advocating the overthrow of our 
Government by violence or undemocratic 
process. This number includes both officers 
and enlisted men in the Navy and the Marine 
Corps. Of this total. less than 200 were com- 
missioned officers. This total number is a very 
small proportion (six-thousandths of one per 
cent) of the total number of individuals in 
the Naval Service. 

“A continuous program has been in effect 
to eliminate from the Naval Service all those 
who are found to be disloyal, subversive or 
who believe in or advocate the overthrow of 
our form of government by violence or un- 
democratic process. Demobilization has ac- 
celerated this program. The number now re- 
maining in the Navy and Marine Corps is 
negligible.” 


Vaccination .in Japan

“The overwhelming strategical advant 
age of almost complete surprise attained 
by the enemy forces was the strongey 
factor in their favor,” he said. “The tech 
nical deficiencies which manifested them 
selves in this action were the subject o 
immediate remedial action and were ing 
large measure responsible for the train 
ing which later made our fleet the most 
powerful and effective fleet afloat.” 

The screening force involved in this ae 
tion was under the immediate command 
of Rear Admiral Crutchley, VC, DSC 
Royal Navy, Mr. Forrestal reported. That} 
force was under the over-all command 
of Rear Admiral R. K. Turner, USN, then 
commander amphibious forces of th 
Pacific. Capt. H. D. Bode, USN, now de 
ceased, had taken charge of the remainde 
of the southern group during the tem- 
porary absence of Admiral Crutchley, 
Forrestal reported. 


Hearing on Gen. Clark 

The Senate Committee on Military Af. 
fairs has called a public meeting for next 
Tuesday, 11 June, to hear any objection 
that may be voiced against the pending 
neminations for promotions of general 
officers in the Regular Army. At that 
time the committee will probably hear 
Senator Connally, who once voiced an 
objection to the promotion of Lt. Gen, 
Mark W. Clark to be a permanent major 
general, his objection being based on the 
opposition of some Texas veterans who 
had protested the Rapido River crossing 
during the war in Italy. 

The committee plans to clear the slate 
of all its nominations as the result of 
Tuesday’s meeting.
